| Conveyance of Cards and Dice. 

- | Hereare multitudes of delightful feats which may 
be performed by an orderly placing, facing, ſhut- 
ling and cutting of Cards uſually play'd withal. Alſo 
a number of other ſtrange feats may be ſhewed by 
Cards and Dice, ſuch as may be purpoſely made. The 
Card may be made balf of one print, and half of ano- 
ther ; ſo by holding them divers ways, ſundry things 
may be preſented, each contrary to_ the other : for Ex- 
ample, with four of the ſame Cards, purpoſely made, 
and holding them accordingly, you ſhall preſent eight 
ſeveral things. Now for the Dice the cunning is in 
forging them, or a ready retaining or throwing two 
among three, or one with two : they muſt, I ſay, be 
forged bigger towards one fide than the other, ſo that 
the weight of one ſide may draw up the other. Other- 
ſome may be made flatter: Being furniſhed with ſuch 
like, 'and having learned to retain them handſomely 
and readily, you muſt have'the Game as command, and 
know before-hand what will be your caſt, and ſo vie 
upon it too. Moreover, , for the Cards there are divers 
other tricks, of which, thofe chat are Cheaters, make
